MINOR INCIDENTS LIKELY 


United Nations ofMiciols sald they

Arab League to give prompt and 
formal assent on behalf of all Arab 
states to halt Holy Land fighting.

MAJOR CONDITIONS 

Aley, July 10.—-The Arab League 
today formally accepted the United 
Natlons’ ultimatum for o ceasefire in 
Palestine, but Usted three major 
conditions for full acceptance of the 
truce, Tho conditions wero: 1, Com- 
plete cessation of Jewlsh {mmigra- 
tion pending attempts of the United 
Nations to reach a solution of the 
problem. 2. That the 300,000, Palcs- 
tine Arabs who are now. refagees be 
allowed .to returh to thelr homes, 3, 
That the period of the truce must 
be Axed .and not left undetermined. 

In 4 seven-page cable to the UN 
Sceretary General, Mr Trygve Lic, 
Azzam Pasha, Sceretary, General of 
the Arab League Polltical Committee, 
expressed astonishment on behalf of 
the Arab government at tho Security 
Councll’s attitude but accepted the 
ceasciire, :
